ANOTHER CHICAGO BANK. 
A VAST SUM CLAIMED FOR TAXES. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—The state- 
ment relative to the Montreal Bank, tele- 
graphed here from Chicago, was not entire- 
ly correct, or, at least, was premature. It is 
not true that the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has made a demand for $60,000 for 
taxes Claimed to be due on capital and de- 
posits. The investigation of the Govern- 
ment into the affairs of the bank is not yet 
concluded, and will not be for some days. 
The facts are substantially true, however, 
that there is a great difference of opinion 
between the officers of the bank and the Gov- 
ernment as to the amount of taxes due, 
if any, and the Government claims 
that the bank has failed to return an aggre- 
gate of avery large sum, estimated at mill- 
ions, Which, in the course of years, should 
have been reported as capital tor taxation ; 
and there is no doubt that, if the Government 
sustains its claim, the amount of taxes found 
to be due 

WILL NOT BE MUCH LESS THAN $80,000, 
The amount certainly will hardly be less 
than $70,000. It has not yet been dis- 
covered whether the bank is liable for 
false returns, or whether the _ ar- 
rears are assessable only upon capital 
and deposits not returned. The bank, 
through its e Mr. Boutelle here, 
makes the claim th itis liable to the Gov- 
ernment for practically noth that it really 
has no capital in Chicago, that what ap- 
pears to be capital is, in point of fact, the 
protits of the Canada house, of which the 
Chicago firm is but a branch, and that these 
profits are certainly not taxable in the United 
States. The Internal Revenue Ofiice, it is 
pretty certain,

CHICAGO POST-OFFICE. 
SMITH’S REPORT. 
Spectal Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaAsurveron, D. C., June 14.—Mr. Samuel 
S. Smith, Special Agent of the Post-Office 
Department, to-day formulated his report 
on the inspection of the Chicago Post-Office, 
the points of which were telegraphed yester- 
day. The report differs in no essential par- 
ticulars from the outline sent last night. It 
proposes: 

1. The establishment of receiving stations 
in numerous outlying portions of the city, 
which wlll serve as places for the reception 
of letters, for the registration of letters, 
for the issuance of money-Orders, and 
for the sale of stamps only. They are not to 
be places from which carriers are to receive 
mail, nor are they to be places of delivery. 

2. That arrangements shall be made for a 
speedy distribution of the mail to remote 
parts of the city by means of specially-char- 
tered street-cars. This, Mr. Smith thinks, is 
the speediest manner in which mails could 
be carried to remote sections. 

3. Mr. Paimer’s request that twenty-four 
additional letter-carriers be supplied to Chi- 
cago is indorsed. 

There is reason to think that the Depart- 
ment will approve these recommendations. 

FURTHER POINTS. 

Mr. Smith gives a technical description of 
the carrier districts into which the city is 
divided, and says thatit is evident that, in 

outlying ones, More carriers are needed. 
The business portion is now suffielently well 
served. He givesa table showing the loca- 
tion of the present delivery force. He says: 
At the North Division and Stock-Yards Sta- 
tions it is proposed to increase one auxiliary 
at each to a full carrier,—equivalent to a full 
carrier additional. The inerease pro- 
posed is twenty-three regular carriers, 
two auxiliaries increased to regulars, 
and one auxiliary. The allowance of $1,790 
additional for car-fare will give transporta- 
tion to carriers whose routes commence a 
mile from the office or station to which they 
are attached. With this increase of car-fare 
there will be no necessity for additional sta- 
tions within the limits now served by car- 
riers. This allowance is recommended. Mr. 
Smith adds: “I am fully satisfied that an ad- 
ditional force larger than is asked for could

A Deputy United States Marshal from the far- 
off land of Arizona reached this city yesterday 
with a ieading-string attached to a restless- eyed 
Spaniard named Ramon D. Manriquez, who is on 
his way tothe House of Correction at Detroit 
for instigating an expedition in Uncle Sam's do- 
minion, or, as the papers in the case read, for 
setting on foot a military expedition,—an 
enterprise acainst a foreign power at 
peace wi the United States Govern- 
ment.“ A reporter sought and found the 
rampant Manrique at a cell in the Armory, and 
bebeld in bim a dark-skinned Spaniard of about 
35 years of age, his eye in a fine frenzy, rolling. 
and his whole aspect indicative of excitement 
produced by pent-up emotions of triotism, 
Communism,and border-rumanism. By the judi- 
cious use of the small smattering of balt- breed 
Spanish possessed by the reporter the Greaser”’ 
was dragged into a laborious conversation, in 
which he imparted the information that be had or- 
ganized a band of 1Warmed men for the purpose 
of overturning the wers that be in the revo- 
lutionary Republic of Mexico, and restoring to 
ex-Presideat Diaz the reins of government. 
Manriquez was so intensely patrio.ic that the 
reporter sought and found the aforesaid Dep- 
uty Marshal. and learned from dim that the 
prisoner wes one of a marauding band that was 
organized somewhere in the Peninsula of Lower 
California, and, after traversing a part of old 
Mexico committing divers and sund 
redations, emerged into Arizona, an 
suppor themselves by raids upon 
the sett'ers’ * fodder pens,” * root- 
houses.”” and herds of sheep and cattic. 
Even the submissive inhabitants of peaceful 
Arizona could not be expected to remain eu- 
tirely passive in the hands of such a mob, and 
the settiers corraled the band of thieving 
— — and subjected the leaders, of whom 
anriquez was one, to a trial, which resulted 
in a conviction at Tucson of seven of the num- 
ber. They were all sentenced to the House of 
Correction at Detroit, and thither they are one 
by one wending their way to serve the Govern- 
ment for a term of two years.

NO PROSPECT OF A 
DIFFICULTY.

New York, June 14.—The striking brew- 
ery hands begin to realize that arbitrary and 
unnatural expedients to control the labor 
market, however plausible they may be made 
to appear, can only eventuate in disappoint- 
ment. Acting under the advice of so-called 
leaders, they refused the very liberal conces- 
sions offered by the brewers a week ago. 


These offers have since been withdrawn, 


much to the discomfiture of some of the em- 
ployés. The strikers hold their usual meet- 
ings at Wendell’s assembly rooms and en- 
deavor to keep their courage up by parading 
the streets with a band. The Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation declare that they will not accede 
to the obnoxious demands of the strikers.

THE MAHONEY MURDER. 


Three More Crooks Arrested on Sus- 
picion. 

Inasmuch as the police are not wholly de- 
spondent it would appear that they have some 
little information which they regard as credible 
regarding the murderers of Officer Mahovey. 
What their pointer is, or where it comes from, 
they maintain a secret, but it is safe to say that 
the suspected men are not yet under arrest. By 
thoroughly scouring the district in which the 
tragedy occurred a number of scraps of infor- 
mation were picked up which are of value 
only to the detectives engaged in working 
the case. For instance, it was ascertained that 
two braces were among a lot of tools stolen the 
night of the murder from Fowler's packing- 
house at the Stock- Yards, and it is quite possible 
that the brace which was found beneath the 
murdered policeman will be identified as baving 
come from there. This might furnish an ad- 
ditional clew. It is thought moreover that Mr. 
Jones, although he thinks the contrary, would 
be able to identify the two men if they were 
brought before him in the same dress they wore 
that nigbt. The greatend to which the petice 
are working is to get the two men whom 
they most strongly suspect into such a position 
that one will be sure to squealon the other for 
fear the other will squeai first. Thieves have 
but little conticence in each other, and it bas 
frequently bappeved when two or more crimi- 
nals implicatedin one crime have been locked 
up at the same time, but at different stations so 
they could not converse together, that one of 
them was found weak enough to believe that 
the others were on the verge of squealing, and 
were putting him into the hole. 
The least particle of information which 
this weakling iets fail may be used as a lever 
upon the others, and, by judicious management, 
each prisoner will soon be trying to outdo the 
others in the way of making confessions.

A Negro Shot and Killed and a White 
Man Wounded—The Man Who Did 
the Shooting Still at Large. 
MALVERN, Ark., June 14.—According to 

reports here this morning at 11 o’clock, at a 
sawmill, five miles from the Town of Ark 
adelphia, J. M. Grege shot and killed a 
negro, Bill Mutter by name, and wounded 
R. T. Justice. Justice and Greg have been 
partners in the sawmill. It is reported that 
from some cause connected with the former 
partnership the shooting occurred. A party 
composed of the Sheriff and a few of ourcit- 
izens started for the scene of action, but 
they returned to-night withont gaining ma- 
terial information or capturing Gregg, whois 
hid.

Physicians who are attending Justice 
pronounce the wounds not dangerous, —a flesh 
wound.

Mr. Crnus W. Fiz., it will have been ob- 
served, has fully committed himself to the 
opinion that an electric motive- power for the 
elevated rallroads is feasible. He hopes that 
its application will not be a remote event. 
Mr. Field is eommonly known as a long- 
headed person ; and his views on such a sub- 
fect have more than ordinary importance. 
They are due in some measure undoubtedly 
to the success of Siemens’ and Halske’s ex- 
periment in Berlin. A correspondent of the 
New York Times says that this experiment 
was entirely succcessful. The railroad is 
built from a small village called Lichter 
felder to the principal cadet school in Ger- 
many, and is one and three-quarter miles in 
length. The rails are of steel, and rest on 
eross-ties of wood, and this is all the insula- 
tion they have. The electric engine is placed 
midway between the wheels of the car, 
and power is communicated to the latter 
by means of pulleys and belts. The car can be 
run either way without turning, and is easily 
stopped and started. It can easily resch a 
speed of thirty miles an hour with a load of 
twenty passengers. Regular trips are made on 
the road and passengers are carried. The ad- 
vantages of an electric motor are that it saves 
weight not only in its own machinery but in 
dispensing with wood and water; it is better 
than a smoke-burner, inasmuch as it creates 
no smoke: and it is almost noiseless. The 
Times correspondent does not state what the 
cost of the apparatus is, or the relative ex- 
pense of the electric motor per horse-power. 
But it is evident that the invention is one 
which will most speedily attract the atten- 
tion not only of the managers of elevated 

roads, but of surface roads as well.

Be- 
sides, Evans died ten years before the date 
of Stephenson’s achievement, and the chief 
authorities on railroads and engineering 
agree to the American claim. Evans, like 
most of the early inventors, met with dis- 
couragement at every turn, but, nevertheless, 
accumulated some money, and backed up 
before his death a proposition to build and 
operate a passenger railway between New 
York and Philadelphia with carriages that 
should run at the rate of fifteen miles an 
hour, in default of which he agreed not to 
demand any pay for his engines. He could 
not command the confidence of capitalists in 
his day, but he left the following prophetic 


prediction: 

The prescnt generanon will use canals; the 
next will use railroads with horses; but their 
more enligatened successors will employ my 
steum curriages on railways as the perfection of 
the art of conveyance; in the meantime the 
steam carriages may be tested even on the 
presens turnpikes. The time will come when 
people will travel in stages moved by steam- 
engines from one city to another almost as [ast 
as birds Hy. To accomplish thie two sets of rail- 
wuys will be laid, traveled by nigbtas well as by 
day, and the passengers will sicepiu these stages 
us comfortably as they now do in steam stage 
boats.

The 
city, under the Constitution, could obtain no 
right of property under a condemnation pro- 
ceeding until it had made compensation 
therefor; not having made compensation no 
title or vested right had passed from the 
owner, and consequently the owner had no 
vested right in the compensation, which had 
not been made.

clear, and will strike the reader as eminently 
just. It affords a protection to the munici- 


pality which it ought to have, and at thesame 
time shows how sadly imperfect the present 
law regulating condemnation proceedings is. 


A NATION OF INVENTORS. 

The people of Europe have recently been 
aroused to an appreciation of American su- 
periority by the fact that two American-bred 
horses have won respectively the English 
and French Derbys. But America has 
stronger claims than the speed of American 
horses upon ‘which to rest a question of 
progress. The men areas thoroughbred as 
the horses. It is to Americans that the world 
owes ali of the great inventions of recent 
times. This statement will strike many 


readers as rather bold and sweeping in view 


of the late celebration in England of the cen- 
tennial of George Stephenson’s birthday, to 
whom the invention of the steam locomotfve 
is almost universally credited. But it was 
the Stephenson centenary which revived the 
true stery of the original locomotive-engine. 
That sort of engine was first constructed and 
first propelled in America on land and water, 
and its inventor was Oliver Evans, of Phil- 


‘uries to 


Evans estimat- 
ed the value of what he knew about steam 
at $1,000,000,000, a suin then named to be 
ridiculed, but who shall say how many times 
it would need to be multiplied to express 
the fact to-day ? 

With the establishment of the claim of 
Oliver Evans to the invention of the steam 
locomotive, the records and proofs of which 
are in the hands of Oliver Evans Woods, of 
Philadelphia, the list of American inventions 
embraces the railroad, the steamboat, the tel- 
egraph, the cotton-gin, the sewing-machine, 
and the reaper, and this list includes all the 
essential elements of material progress dur- 
ing the present century. But not only this: 
it may be claimed with equal justice that the 
Americans have been quicker and bolder in 
the utilization of their inventions than any 
other nation. The building of railroads be- 
gan in America when there was a popula- 
tion of about 12,000,000 souls, and in Europe 
with a population of 200,000,000, Europe had 
the experience and resources of twenty cent- 
proceed upon, aud America 
hardly more than twenty years, for 
little more than a generation had elapsed be- 
tween the time when the United States 
enccrged from the bankruptcy of the Revolu- 
tion and that of the first stroke of the loco- 
motive. Yet to-day the American Nation of 
50,000,000 souls has in actual use nearly as 
many miles of railroad as all Europe with its 
300,000,000 population, and greatly superior 
appliances, conveniences, and comforts in 
railroad transportation. Soin the use of the 
electric telegraph, the great improvements, 
as well as the original idea, have emanated 
from Americans,—such as quadruplex trans- 
mission, the telephone, ete. The American 
citizen may take as much pride in the history 
and use of American inventions as in the his- 
tory and success of American political insti- 
tutions, and equally argue therefrom continu- 
ing progress and prosperityin the future at a 
rate with which no other nation on the earth 
can compete.

ENGLAND, FRANCE, AND TUNIS. 

The friendly relations of England and 
France, which have continued uninterrupt- 
edly sluce the Crimean war, have been en- 
dangered by the complications arising out of 
the Tunis affair. There is a large and in- 
fluential class of Englishmen who believe 
that their own Government should have a 
monopoly of the spollation of weaker nations 
in Asia and Africa, They can witness with 
composure, or even with joy, such unwar- 
rantable proceedings as the invasion of 
Afghanistan or the annexation of the Trans- 
vaal. But they are shocked and alarmed by 
the too faithful imitation of English models 
exhibited by France in the case of Tunis. 
A good representative of this class appears 
to be Mr. Montague Guest, a connection 
of Sir Henry Layard, and himself a member 
of Parliament. In politics Mr. Guest is de- 
scribed by the Spectator as “a half Liberal.” 
Hie is certainly a half-hearted supporter of 
Mr. Gladstone’s foreign policy. Arising in 
Parliament a few weeks ago, he asked 
whether the Government would recognize 
the treaty with Tunis. Being told to wait 
for papers, he moved an adjournment as a 
means of getting in a fierce speech denuncia- 
tory of French policy. His speech created 
something of a sensation, and threatened at 
one time to afford a pretext for the forma- 
tion of an antl-French party in England; 
and, though this danger was temporarily 
averted by the subsequent developments, it 
has by no means been wholly removed. 

One good effect of Mr. Montague Guest’s 
ill-considered and explosive speech has been 
the exposure of a secret understanding be- 
tween France and England with reference to 
Tunis, entered into as long ago as the Berlin 
Conference. This had been charged, but 
denied by the Conservatives; itis now proved. 
The rst Tunis blue-book containing all the 
dispatches relating to the recent negotiations 
shows that Lord Salisbury did inform the 
French Government that it was at liberty to 
take Tunis. The reeord is as follows: 

On 2 26, 1878. M. Waddington informed the 
French Ambassador in London that at Berlin 
Lord Sriisbury said to him: “Do at Tunis what 
you think proper. England will offer no oppo- 
sition and will respect your decision.”” In a letter 
to Lord Lyons ot Aux. 7, Lord Salisbury being 
made acguainted with this dispatch. informs the 
British Ambassador that, “without being able 
to confirm the exact phrases attributed to him, 
he bus great pleasure in bearmg witness to the 
genera: accuracy of M. Waddington’s recoliec- 
tlons. The Hritien Government would not al- 
ter its attitude if the Governmont of the Bey 
feil, but could not answer for Italy. The Urn- 
ish Government virtually gave the French Gov- 
ernment carte blanche in Tunis, Lord Granville 
aiso in June, 80, when questioned ou the sub- 
ject, stated that, although Tunis was part of 
Turkey, and Britian bad “no moral or interna- 
tional right to dispose of it,” “ber Majesty's 
Government bad nu jealousy of the intuence 
which France, trom ber greater powcr aud high 
civilization, exercised, and was likely to exercise, 
over Tunis.” 

After the giving of this assurance and the 
action taken in consquence of it England can 
arlopt no other course than one of acquies- 
cience. The Government of Mr. Gladstone is 
morally bound by the engagements entered 
into by its predecessor. 

Itis amost fortunate circumstance that 
the scruples of belligerent Englishmen with 
reference to Tunis can be so easily disposed 
of. For, if the case were otherwise, and En- 
gland were forced into a position of hostility 
to France, the unwritten alliance between the 
two would be instantly broken. Now, as the 
Spectator points out, France can much 
easier afford to spare the friendship of En- 
gland than England can afford to do without 
the codperation of France in European at- 
fairs. There are many other favorable 
alliances open to France; there are none open 
to England which could compensate her for 
the joss of this one. France and Germany 
united would be irresistible; and an alliance 


between them in a few years is no more im- 


probable than the strange association of the

Walle in Eu- 
giand thirty letters ure annually transmitted for 
each individual of the population, in Germany 
fourteen, and in France tbirteen, the number 
sent in Russia does not allow one letter for each 
inbabitant. Three causes chietiy account for 
this fact: the unscrupulous inspection to which 
a letter is officially subjected upon the slightest 
provocation, the low order of general intelli- 
gence, and the lack of postal facilities. There 
are towns in tussi where letters are delivered 
only once a month, and in some of the largest 
provincial towns there is a post only twice a 
week. At prescnt the gross revenue of the de- 
partment is 14,000,000 rubies, which just about 
covers the expenditure. 

In a letter on“ Bimetallism” to the Lon- 
don Tines M. Henri Cernuschi contests the 
theory that the English people prefer gold to 
silver. England, he argues, “ possesses thirty 
millions of gold sovereigns lying permanently 
in the banks and thirty millions in the hands of 
the public, together with twenty millions of de- 
based silver coin. When international bimctal- 
lism is adopted by England there will be in the 
Bank of Engiand, side by side, gold bars and 
silver bars, the latter to be the first emploved 
for paying all foreign countries except Scandi- 
navia aod Portugal.

The claim that George Stephenson invented 
the locomotive, though it passes uncontested 
except by scientific students, was only set up 
as late as 1857, when Smiles’ celebrated biog- 
raphy of Stephenson was published. This 
book was one of those fascinating stories of 
a self-made man which captured the multi- 
tude and attained a vast circulation. There 
was an abundance of material in it to appeal 
to the imagination and sympathy of the 
reader, and it placed an aureole upon the 
head of Stephenson which Englishmen be- 
lieve it to be sacrilege to touch. But there 
was enough glory in Stephenson’s actual 
avthievements to warrant the enthusiasm of 
his brilliant and entertaining biographer, 
without setting up a claim which Stephenson 
himself never asserted and which the records 
do not sustain. The theory that Stephensen 
was the inventor of the locomotive rests upon 
the first trip of the Rocket, but Stephenson 
himself lived thirty years after that event 
without making such a claim, and the proof 
that Evans invented a self-propelling ma- 
chine nearly thirty years earlier is in exist- 
ence, and has been produced by the New 
York Times, which gives the following brief 
sketch of his career: 

Oliver Evans was born in Newport, Del., in 
1755, and died in this city in 1816. The Rocket 
first ran in 1829. In 1773, while yet an appren- 
tice, he began his efforts to er some sub- 
stitute for animal power in moving wagons. 
According to Mr. 8. D. Tillman's account, it was 
an incident related by his brother which, fortu- 
nately, ove the right direction to bis iuvestica- 
tions.

Grant in 1871 he succeeded that Prelate as 
Bishop.

Sr. PETERSBURG, June 14.—The Bulgarian 
Government has decided to expel the corre- 
spondent of the Golos and some others., 
THE OPPRESSED CIIRISTIANS OF ARMENIA 
AND FAITHLESS TURKS. 
CONTANTINOPLE, May 30,—-The Armenian 
Patriarch, in presenting his resignation to 
the National Church, has been actuated by 
several motives. He, as he has stated, is in 
bad health, and desires, therefore, to be re- 
lieved from the onerous duties of his office; 
but it is chiefly for political reasons that he 
has declared his resolution to retire. For 
the last three years he has tried by all the 
means in his power to obtain the execution 
of the sixty-first article of the Treaty of Ber- 
lin, by which “ the Sublime Porte undertakes 
to carry out without further «yg 4 the amel- 
joration and reforms demanded by local re- 
quirements in the provinces inhabited by 
the Arinenians, and to guarantee their se- 
curity against the Circassians and Kurds.” 


Much to his disappointment, he finds 
that his efforts have increased rather 
than diminished the oppression and 


injustice to which the Armenians are ex- 
posed; for the Porte, fearing that the pros- 
pect of administrative reform under the pro- 
tection of the Powers would produce among 
the Armenians a political movement, has 
adopted new measures of repression and has 
stirred up the religious and national feelings 
of the Turks and Kurds of the provinces in 
question. Bishops who try to protect their 
flocks are illegally arrested, and laymen who 
are supposed to encourage national aspira- 
tions among their counssymer are kept in 
prison without trial, while all the repre- 
sentacions and protests of the Patriarchate 
receive no attention from the Porte. Per- 
ceiving these results a considerable party in 
the National Assembly despair of ever 
the sixty-first article of the Ber- 
Treaty executed, and propose that 
the efforts to obtain reforms through 
the influence of the Powers should be 
abandoned. The Patriarch, it seems, is not 
of this opinion. He now tenders his resig- 
nation for the purpose of discovering wheth- 
er or not his policy has the support of the 
Armenian people. In this respect the forth- 
coming deeision of the so-called National 
Assembly is not without importance. 
In Macedonia, as in Armeyia, the Porte 
considers it necessary to take energetic 
measures for the suppression of revolution- 
ary agitation. A large number of Bulga- 
rians in that Province, suspected of conniv- 
anee with brigands or relations with revolu- 
tionary committees, have been arrested and 
imprisoned without trial.

THE DOTEREL. 
ACCOUNT OF HER EXPLOSION. 

PoRTLAND, Ore., June 14.—The Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company’s new 
steam collier arrived here to-day, via the 
Straits of Magellan. She brings full particu- 
lars of the blowing-up of the English man-of- 
war Doterel. The explosion took place about 
4o’clockin the afternoon of the 27th of 
April. The Doterel was lying at anchor, 
about 400 feet from shore, and was preparing 
to receive a quantity of coal. Shortly be- 
fore the coal-hulk came alongside, the explo- 
sion occurred forward, tearing away fully 
one-third of the vessel and shattering the 
other portion. There were 132 men on board 
the gunboat at the time. Only twelve were 
picked up by the boats from the coal-hulk. 

THOSE SAVED 

were the commander, paymaster, engineer, 
calker, carpenter, and seven seamen, At 
the time of the explosion the Captain of the 
corvet was Saft taking a bath. There were 
two explosions, one following the other in 
rapid succession. At the first explosion the 
Captain sprang through a small window and 
escaped. Soon after he was picked up by a 
boat, naked and badly stunned by the con- 
cussion. The others rescued were blown in 
various directions, all more or less injured. 
Of the 120 lost, onty a few bodies were sub- 
sequently recovered, The cause of the ex- 
plosion will never be definitly known. There 
was a quantity of dynamite on board, and it 
was said that some of the crew were making 
experiments with the cartridges. The gener- 
al belief is that the explosion was due to the 
blowing up of the corvet’s boilers, which 
were in the forward part of the vessel. The 
vessel sank in deep water after the explo- 
sion, and nothing was saved. None of those 
rescued could tell how the disaster occurred.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 14.—There is a great 
deal of talk gomg on here among the visiting 
turfmen over the sweepstakes for 2year- 
olds, which came off yesterday. There were 
eight starters in this race, with W. C. Chris- 
ty’s chestnut colt Billy Spink, by Chariton, 
dam Viola, selling singly at $60 against $100 
for all the others. It was well known that 
Billy Spink had run over the distance with 
shoes on forward and plates behind in 
5044, time that it was thought none of 
the others could equal 
all around, and he was accordingly backed 
for considerable local money. At one time 
he sold over the field, but the latter was sup- 
ported so promptly and continually that the 
colt became seeond choice before the start. 
The fact that the field, which was composed 
of colts and fillies familiar to St. Louis turf- 
men, was toa great extent backed by non- 
residents created considerable suspicion and 
disquietude among the supporters of 
Christy’s colt; so much so, in fact, that 
James Christy went to his brother, and, 
after informing him that he believed 
there was something wrong, begged 
of him to either change his jockey or 
else send the colt to the stable and not start 
him. The owner refused to entertain the 
brother’s request, insisting that his jockey, 
Jerry Downing. of Lexington, was both capa- 
ble and trustworthy, and that his colt would 
not lose unless left at the post. On account 
of the suspicion aroused, when Downing 
mounted the colt he was ordered to keep in 
the front rank at the post regardless of fines, 
which, even if imposed to the amount 


of $100, would be paid for him. At 
the post two false breaks occurred. 
In the first Billy Spink got away 


in the lead; in the second he took no part. 
Then the youngsters were ordered behind 
the line, and while the others were coming 
back Billy Spink complied with the order, 
taking a position some yards from the line. 
None of others came back to where he 
was standing, and Joe Lucas, who was as- 
sistant starter, says he ordered Downing to 
come upto the line with his colt, to which 
the boy answered, Never mind me: I'll be 
there time enough,“ but did not stir the colt. 
Almost immediately afterwards a third break 
occurred, the drum was tapped, and Bibly 
Spink was left standing. Starting wien the 
nearest of the whole field was at least thirty- 
five yards away, his chances liad vanished 
before he had made a single stride, his back- 
ers’ money departing with them. W. M. 
Ashlock’s bay eelding Find Out took the 
lead at the first jump, and never was headed, 
Bernice finishing a good second, and Billy 
Spink a good third. After the race was over 
the Christys did not hesitate to denounce 
Downing tor the way he handied Billy Spink 
at the start, and Downing, in explanation 
of his conduct, said that the owner 
was alone to blaine, for he would not let him 
ride with spurs, and the colt would not break 
away with the others when tapped with bare 
heels.

the hammer. After placing McDaniel in 
such a position that he could not escape or 
resist assault, Woods went back to where

ILLINOIS. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, June 14, 1881.—This bulletin 
has been prepared for the press in advance 
of publication in the Department crop re- 
port by G. D. Fisher, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The reports made June 1 to the Department 
of Agriculture, giving the prospects for the 
present corn-crop, are not the most favor- 
able, as will be seen from the tables given 
below. The cold, backwara spring and, in 
many localities, protracted drought during 
most of the planting season, together with, 
in many instances, poor seed and destructive 
insects, are the principal causes which have 
operated to lower the condition of the crop. 

The central division only shows an in- 
creased acreage as compared with the acre- 
age of last year, while in the northern and 
southern division the area of this year’s crop 
is slightly below that of 1880. 

In the following tables the acreage of the 
corn-crop of 1880 is given by counties, a per 
cent showing an increase or decrease in the 
acreage of the present crop as compared with 
that of last year, and the condition of the 
crop June 1, compared with a fair average 
vitality and growth, 100 being used to repre- 
sent the acreage of 1880, and also an average 


vitality and growth. 
NORTHERN GRAND DIVISION. 

The corn acreage of this division consti- 
tutes about one-third of corn area of the 
State. The acreage for the present year will 
vary little from that of last year, as will be 
seen be the following table. The condition 
of the crop June 1 in northern parts of the 
State promises 80 per cent of an average 
yield per acre,

At the time of 
issuing the last report the responses of cor- 
respondents covering the entire State were 
ina high degree cheerful, as touching the 
small grain crops. Six weeks ago everything 
was being pressed forward by unusually sea- 
sonable weather, and the hopes of farmers 
kept pace with the growth of the crops. “A 
dry June fora good crop,” is a saying we 
have heard all our life. Certainly small 
grain crops could not be subjected to a se- 
verer ordeal than a dry May. On the 9h of 
May the dry spell commenced, and lasted un- 
intermittingly up to the Ist of June. ‘The 
damage done by constant dry weather was 


of too xed a character to be recovered by 
the recent rains. Of course, wheat received 
some benefit from the recent rains. This 
much is certain, that it will fall far below 
what all had good reason to hope a month 
ago, and can certainly not turn out more than 


a two-thirds crop. 

Corn—Perhaps within the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant there was never so much 
difficulty in getting a good stand of corn. 
This was the case throughout the State. 
Many had to plant as often as three times. 
With defective seeds and a dry May farmers 
have been thrown so late in the season in 
getting a stand that the crop cannot be other- 
wise than late in maturing. From the lesson 
taught this year and two years ago by de- 
fective seed corn, if there is a way to save 
the seed so as to make it reliable it would 
be inexcusably culpable hereafter not to do 


so. 

Hemp—Until the recent rains, the hemp 
crop Was as unpromising as it well could be. 
They were, however, in time to save it, and 
the indications now are that there will be a 
fair crop raised. 

Tobaceo Plants are abundant every where. 
All the ground that was iu readiness was set 
during the recent season, Much ground in- 
tended for tobacco could not be put in order 
on account of the dry and baked condition of 
the ground. By the next plaiting season all 
will be in readiness, and a much larger crop 
will have been set than ever in the State be- 


fore.

IOWA. 

Des Mornes, June 14.—The damage to 
growing crops by Sunday’s hail-storm may 
prove quite serious to farmers, as the wheat, 
rye, corn, and other crops are all beaten off 
to the ground in a few localities. In such 
cases rye will of course be a total loss, and 
wheat and oats may not recover, but it is the 
general opinion that the corn could be very 
little damaged, as it is not far enough ad- 
vanced to be ruined, and farmers report that 
it has started up aguin and grew about two 
inches Monday and Tuesday. Some farmers 
have commenced plowing under their wheat 
and oats, intending to sow flax, plant corn or 
some other crop, but the most of them will 
wait a day or two longer, to see if the wheat 
and oats will grow again. 


CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, June 14.—Crop reports 
show that the late rains and cool weather 
have benefited cereals. In the northern 
counties the yield will be nearly an average. 
In the lower portion of Sacramento Valley 
and the central part of the State the crop will 
not exceed two-thirds that of last year, and 
the same is true of the coast counties, ex- 


cept those of the South, where the crops are 
full. In the San Joaquin Valley any loss in 
yield per acre is made up by increased acre- 
age. Santa Clara Valley has a rather light 
crop. All sections report the grain of an um 
usually fine quality.

The Effort Liable to Go to Pieces on 
the Absorption of New 
Territory. 


East-Bound Rates on Grain and 
Provisions Again Re- 
duced.

THE MISSOURI RIVER POOL. 

For the first time in a year the Southwest- 
ern Railway Association held a regular meet- 
ing yesterday at the Lakeside Building. The 
object of the conference, as announced yes- 
terday, was to consider the affairs of the 
Missouri River pool and effect, if possible, a 
reorganization on amore satisfactory basis 
than the present arrangement. The affairs 
of the Southwestern Railway Association 
have been in a bad way for more than * year, 
and no regular meeting for settling and ad- 
justing accounts has been held. The prin- 
cipal troubles arose from the fact that dur- 
ing the last two years a number of new lines 
have been constructed and organized for 
which there was no provision in the old 
agreement. Especially was this the case in 
the territory on the Missouri River and 
Southwest. The affairs of the Association 
were still furthur 1 — by the large 
accessions made by the Wabash dur the 
last year, and the construction of a line to 
Chicago by that road. When this road 
opened business on its — braich it took 
the ground that it was entitled to a differen- 
tial rate on passenger business of 81 per 
ticket to all points on its line from Chicago, 
on account of inferior terminal facilities at 
Chicago. The other roads refused to allow 


this claim, and Sonseqnentty vanes were put 
down to, nominal figures. uring the con- 
tinuance of this fight a large number of un- 
limited tickets were placed on the market to 
St. Louis arid Kansas City at unusually low 
rates. When later the Wabash secured bet- 
ter facilities and receded from its posicion re- 
garding a differential rate, it was found im- 
possible to restore the rates to regular figures, 
because of the large amount of unlimited 
tickets in the hancs of outsiders. The passen- 
ger difficulties tended greatly to embarrass the 
affairs of the Southwestern Railway Associa- 
tion. The Wabash officials and Jay Gould in- 
sisted that the passenger affairs shouid be set- 
tled before any attempt was made to arrange 
the freight troubles of Associadion. Several 
attempts were made to do so. About nine 
months ago the Presidents of the various roads 
met at New York and arranged for ing the 
Southwestern passenger business, but the ar- 
rangement failed to give satisfaction, and went 
to pieces before it went into effect. Subsequent 
efforts to patch up the difficulties proved equal- 
ly fruitiess. Since then nothing has been done 
towards settling the passenger and freight com- 
piications, and affairs were allowed to run along 
in a comatose state until a week ago, 
when Mr. Gould was io the ely. A 
meeting of the managers and other 
general Officers of the Soutbwestern roads 
was then held, which Mr. Gould attended. But 
the same difficuities were encountered at that 
meeting as at all former ones since the troubles 
commenced. The Wabash officials and Ja 
Gould insisted that the passenger affairs shuu! 
be adjusted before freight matters were taken 
into consideration. The only thing accomplished 
was the appointment of a committee oe 
of two passenger men., two freight men, 
Commissioner Midgley to prepare plans for the 
settlement of the troubles, and submit them to 
yesterday's meeting for consideration and ac- 
tion. 

‘There were present at the meeting yesterday

ley, Commissioner of the Association. After 
the meeting was called to order, it was moved 
that the freight atfairs be first taken into con- 
sideration, which was adopted, and therefore 
the Geueral Passenger Agents did not partici- 
pate in yesterday's proceedings. Commissioner 
Midgiey announced that the Committee had 
agreed upon plans for the adjustment of the 
freight and passenger troubies which were ready 
to be submitted to the meeting. It was agreed 
to lay the report regarding the settlement of 
passenger affairs over until the pian for the ad- 
justment of the freight troubles had been con- 
sidered and disposed of. The freight report was 
read and received, and a motion to go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole to bave it considered sec- 
tion by section was adopted. Mr. A. A. Talmage 
was elected Chairman. 

The report, as stated yesterday, proposes a re- 
organization of the pool on a similar basis as the 
present one, with the exception that it provides 
for the taking in of some new territory aloug 
tbe Missouri River and south thereof. The ques- 
tion of percentages is left open for the General 
Managers to settle. 

Those sections providing for the continuance 
of the Missouri River pool were readily adopted 
without a dissenting vote, but when the clause 
regarding the taking iu of more territory was 
reached tbe tug of war commenced. The Mis- 
souri Pacific claimed that the business from its 
branch lines reacbing into Kansas, Nebraska, 
etc., bad notbing to do with the pool, and should 
remain outside. The Burlington took a similar 
position regarding the business from its Ne- 
braska branch. It was argued, on the 
other hand, that this business had 
to gO into the pool there was 
any desire to have the organization a success. 
The consideration of these matters consumed 
all the time yesterday, and finally an adjourn- 
ment was bad until 10 o'clock this morning, 
when the Committee will report back to the 
general meeting. 

It is not by any means certain that the ques- 
tion of new territory can be amicably adjusted; 
but, even if this matter is satisfactorily ar- 
ranged, still more serious questions will have to 
be disposed of before a reorganization of the 
Southwestern pool is possible. The principal 
trouble will be found in the arrangement of 

ercentages forthe various divisions and roads. 
Nearly every road wants a bigger slice than it 
can get, and it is not probable that the managers 
will be able to adjust this matter themselves. 
The only way in which it can probably be ad- 
justed would be by submitting the question to 
urbitrators. There are several roads. however, 
which are afraid of arbitration, and declare that 
they will not submit to an arbitration. Should 
these roads adhere to this position there is no 
possibility that another Southwestern pool can 
be organized.

ANOTHER REDUCTION IN EAST- 
BOUND RATES, 

THE TRIBUNE again proved itself a good 
prophet when it predicted .yesterday that 
within a day or two the east-bound rates 
would be still further reduced to the basis of 
20 cents per 100 poundson grain from Chicago 
to New York. The Lake Shore people went 
on ’Change yesterday morning and openly 
contracted for business at five cents per 100 
pounds less than the regular tariff rates an- 
nounced by Commissioner Fink last week. 
When the other roads found that the Lake 
Shore was contracting for business on the 
cent basis, they all followed suit, so that 
this may be considered the tariff rate at 
present. 

It has been an open secret for som days 
past that one or more of the roads were 
taking business on the 20-cent basis, and it is 
even claimed that a still lower rate has been 
made in some instances. It is charged that 
the Grand Trunk has taken business on the 
cent basis ever since the Brent rate was 
established, These facts were telegraphed 
to Commissioner Fink and the trunk-line 
Presidents several days ago, and they were 
urged to take some action in the matter to 
prevent a general breakdown in the rates, 
The late meeting of trunk-line Presdents held 
in New York was no doubt for the purpose 
of considering that matter. But it scems that 
they were not uble to agree upon a plan for the 
settlement of the troubles, and up to this hour 
the dispatches sent to Mr. Fink urging him to 
announce another reduction have remained un- 
answered.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE MARINE HOSPITAL SERVICE. 

The Marine Hospital service cares for every 
seaman belonging to the American merchant 
service when taken sick without regard to his 
length of service or date of payment of hospital 
dues. Seamen are daily admitted to the hospi- 
tals who have been away from sea for months 
and months, provided they have not abandoned 
the vocagon of seamen. They are cared for at 
every port of entry in the United States, 
whetber a marine hospital is located there or 
not. At ports where there are no marine hospi- 
tails, provision is made for the proper care of 
sick or disabled sailors in private bospitals, and 
when they are convalescent transportation is 
furnished them to their homes. For years Con- 
gress bas been importuned for an appropriation 
to build a Home for Aged and Superanuated 
Jullors,“ the expense of running the same to be 
defrayed out of the Marine Hospital Fund. 
A blil tor this purpose was introduced in the 
last Congress, and réported on favorably, but 
failed tu become a law. The officers in the 
Marine Hospital are worked much harder than 
those in other medical branches of the Govern- 
ment, thirty-five physicians having to treat an 
average of 25,000 sick and disabled seamen an- 
nually. The service is now self-supporting, ro- 
ceiving no aid from the Government, and is con- 
stantiy growing ia importance and popularity 

with all who go out on the sea fora liveli- 
hood, There is probably no marine hospital in 
the country superior to the one located at this 
port. Situated on the high ground north of the 
city, on the shore of the lake, every thing con- 
ducive to healthis had, and with the eificient 
staff in charge, is looked to by sick sailors and 
other seafaring persons as a harbor of repair 
and a haveuwof rest.

AROUND THE LAKES. 
A NEW LIFE-BOAT. 
The Clevelana Leader of Monday says Capt. 


D. P. Dobbins, Superintendent of the Ninth 
Life-Saving District, made atrial last week of 
a new surf-boat constructed by W. W. Loomis, 
of Erie, and intended for service at the Point 
au Barques Life-Saving Station, which Is in the 
Tenth District, under the superintendence of 
Capt. Jerome G. Kiah, who gained such sad no- 
toriety from the loss of the life-saving crew of 
that station, himself excepted, while going to 
the rescue of the crew of the scow McGrueder 
near Huron City, on the morning of the 2d 
of April, 1880. The present crew of that 
station having no contidence in the cedar 
surf-boats now supplied to each sta- 
tion, and Capt. Kiah having seen one of the 
boats designed by Capt. Dobbins and approved 
by the Department at Washington, made every 
exertion to have one supplied to his stution, and 
was finally successful in obtaining permission 
to have one constructed. The bout was received 
here from Erie some days ago, and is a success 
in every respect, being vastly superior fo any- 
thing at present in use, and about as near per- 
fect as good design and excellent material and 
workmanship can make her. It is twenty-six 
feet over all, with five feet nine inches beam and 
two feet four inches depth. It bas twenty-one 
inches sheer, a very handsome bow and stern, 
and only weighs, when ready for serv- 
ice, 1,350 pounds. It is built of the 
best white pine, with galvanized iron air- 
cases and six water ballast tanks, each of 
which can be filled or emptied indepenaent of 
the others. Itis likewise provided with a slip- 
keel for sailing on long cruises, and has two 
masts rigged with sprit-sails and carries six oars 
single banked. It is self-righting, self-ballast- 
ing, and self-bailing, and on being upset can 
right and bail itself out in seven seconds, the 
men all the time lashed to the thwarts. The

The same Committee recommended the ac- 
ceptance of a proposal to seil 132x200 feet on the 
northeast corner of Monroe and Leavitt streets, 
with an alley seven and one-half feet on the 
east side, for $26,000, as a site for a school to re- 
lieve the Brown, Hayes, and King School Dis- 
tricts.

Inspector Armstrong, from the Committee on 
Teachers, recommended that the Primary 
Schools be closed for the year Thursday after- 
noon, June 23, and the Grammar and High 
Schools Friday noon, June 24. Coucurred in. 

TEACHER’S PAY-DAY. 

Inspector English moved that the teachers be 
paid hereafter on the Ist of the month. 

Inspector Brenan favored this, saying] that 
there was no reason why they should not be paid 
as promptly as other employes. The money was 
in the Treasury, and the teachers ought to 
have it. 

Iuspector Delaney said the Clerk made out the 
rolls as soon as possible, and the teachers got 
their cash within a week after he received the 
time reports. There were 900 teachers, and the 
rolls could not be prepared by the Ist of the 
month. The teachers were satistied with the 
present arrangement. 

The Clerk stuted that the schoo) month con- 
sisted of four weeks, while the firemen. police- 
men, and other employes were employed by the 
calendar month. The ovrincipais were often 
late with their rolls.

THE DISEASE GREATLY ON THE INCREASE. 
Small- box appears to have gotten a new hold.

though not quite as fatal, as during the last 
winter. There were one death and twelve new 
cases reported yesterday. The death occurred 
at No. 10 Clayton street, and has some exceed- 
ingly sad festures about it. The victim was 
Mrs. Moore. She was confined but eight days 
ago, and four days after the birth of her 
child she was stricken with the loathsome dis- 
ease, which turned out to be in its worst form, 
Known as the hemmorrhagic.

He had come from the Cor- 
rigan Block, on State street, where he had been 
living, and was a baker by trade. Schutz had a 
case of smali-pox, and he was taken to the 
Hospital.

Death of Eli Bates and the Rev. E. 
J. Goodspeed. 


Resolutions of the Board of Trade Re- 
garding George Armour. 


ELI BATES. 

Mr. Eli Bates, of the pioneer lumber firm of 
Mears, Bates & Co., died Monday at midnight at 
his residence, No. 480 Dearborn avenue. For 
some time past he has suffered from an affec- 
tion of the kidneys, and afew days ago while 
out driving be contracted a severe cold, which, 
with a serious fall that he met with recently, is 
supposed to have hastened his death. 

Mr. Bates was born in Springfield, Mass., 
where he lived for nearly twenty years, and died 
in his 75th year. While a young man he taught 
school in his native State, and, coming to Mu- 
waukee, Wis., in 1837, be followed for a time the 
same occupation. For severai years he was also 
the lighthouse keeper in the above nained city. 
In 1847 he became acquainted with Mr. Charlies 
Mears, of this city, and, after working for him a 
brief time in Milwaukee, came toChicago. The 
lumber firm of C. Mears & Co. was organized here 
in 180, and Mr. Bates was made foreman of the 
yard, which position he heid for several years, 
displaying marked ability as a business man, 
and bis skill in managing workmen in loading 
and unloading lumber in the days wben the trade 
lackea the facilities it possesses now the firm 
has never forgotten. Possessing plenty of 
“cleur grit,” thorough trustwortoiness, sound 

udgment, and business ability, Mr. Bates was 
,ound to rise. He was taken into the 
tirm as partner, which position he heid 
to his death, having been associated with 
Mr. Nathan Mears for over thirty years, 
during which time a very warm friendship bas 
ever existed between the bead of the firm and 
the deceased. Mr. Bates amassed a generous 
fortune and leaves a large estate. He leaves no 
family except a stepdaughter and several 
brothers in the South. His wife died in the fall 
of 1873, just a few weeks after he had moved 
into the elegant mansion on the corner of Dear- 
born avenue and Goethe street, which he had 
scurcely finished, and bus since occupied, shar- 
ing it with friends. 

Although not taking an active part in the 
business of the firm fora few years past, 
Mr. Bates kept a close watch of its 
atfairs, and was frequently consulted, his 

udgment remaining clear to the last. 
Jntil quite recently he bus driven alone down to 
the oiticve and visited the yards daily, and his 
white locks and the old-fashioned buggy ne used 
to drive will not soon be forgotten by the lum- 
bermen. 

Mr. Bates was a life-long and prominent mem- 
ber of the Unitarian Courch. His religion was 
more practical than meditative. In Miiwaukee 
he superintended the building of the First 
Church. and when he came to Cnicago he joined 
the original Unitarian Church on Washington 
street. When the Society was divided be joined 
the branch on the North Side. Unity Church 
was organized in 1857 in his pariors on Ohio 
street. Mr. Bates bas been a constant and gen- 
erous friend of this Society, which has prob- 
ably been handsomely remembered in his will. 
He was one of the first to recoguize the ability 
and promise of the Kev. Robert Collyer, ana 
helped to bring this popular preacher into 
notice. He also took greut interest in the Chi- 
cago Atheneum, aiding it with counsel and 
money, and was one of its Directors. 

Mr. Bates leaves bosts of triends, who will 
long remember him as a kind-hearted, frank, 
and charitabie man. Services will be heid at the 
residence at 1:30 Thursday, and the funeral oc- 
curs at 2 p. m. at Unity Church. The remains 
will be buried in Graceland —

E. J. GOODSPEED. 

The Rev. Edgar J. Goodspeed, D. D., who died 
at Columbia, 8. C., Sunday night, was born in 
Glen Falls, Warren County, N. I., in 1833, and 
received a common-schooil education there. He 
entered Union College, at Schenectady, in 185), 
and graduated from the Rochester Theological 
Sewinary in 1863. About this time be married 
Miss Carrie 8. Raymond, and, after ordination, 
was Called to the Central Baptist Church of 
Poughkeepsie, N. I., where be remained two 
years. He then removed to Janesville, Wis., 
and fur seven years acceptably filled the pulpit 
of the First Baptist Courch of that city. 

In 1804 the newly-organized Second Baptist 
Church of this city exteuded a call to Dr. Good- 
speed, and he labored in this neld for over ten 
years. His administration was higaly success- 
ul. and be was largely instrumental in building 
up the church, but bis beultn broke drown. and 
he was compelled to visit Europe and the West. 
Finally, in consequence of his physical cun- 
dition, he was compelled, in 1876, to resign his 
pasturate and removed Ww Syracuse, N. Y., where 
he remained for a year. e then assumed the 
Presidency of the Benedict Institute of Colum- 
bia, 8. C., the leading Baptist Seminary of that 
section, and he held this position at the time of 
his deceuse. 

Dr. Goodspeed was the author of a Life of 
Christ tor Young People,“ a History of the 
Chicago Fire,“ and several Other works, and was 
for several years a ‘Trustee of the Chicago Uni- 
versity, and one of tne Board of Managers of 
the Baptist Theviogical Seminary at organ 
Park. He leaves a wife, son, and daughter, the 
son being a studentin Brown University. The 
reinains have been forwarded from Columbia to 
this city tor interment, but arrangements for 
the funeral are not yet completed.

Southwestern Stocks Strongly Upheld— 
Finances In Chicago. 


The Produce Markets Irrequiar—Lard Easy—

Oats Higher, but Dull. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened strong, with considerable gains. 
Later symptoms of weakness showed them- 
selves, especially in the Vanderbilts, induced by 
reports that rates were beiug badly cut. All 
day the Gould stocks were firmly supported and 
pushed up. At the close the market was steady. 

Rates are unquestionably being reduced on 
the lines between Chicago and New York. 
Whether this is on account of lack of business 
or to depress the stock market for speculative 
purposes is not clear. It is certain that contracts 
are being made by the lines at 18 cents per 100 
pounds. No one pretends to usk over 20 cents. 
Rumors were in circuiation that rates as low as 
15 cents had been made, but these were vot veri- 
fied. A meeting of the pool officials is ealied 
for to-day. In anticipation of a troubled ses- 
sion, short sales were freely made. Lake Shore 
and Michigan Central were the favorits of the 
bears. If the railroad authorities continue to 
deny that rates are being cut it will be because 
they draw a finedistinction between “ cutting ” 
and “reducing.” Weare informed that Com- 
missioner Fink, when circumstances call for 
such aetion, gives private permission to 
the roads in the pool to make contracts 
with large shippers at rates below the schedule 
figures. This is not a cut.“ but a reduction.“ 
The lower rates lately made by the trunk lines 
have been permitted by the Commissioner. 
Henee the railroads and their organs bave been 
able to vuciferously deny that rates were being 
eut in the face of those who knew positively 
that rates had been lowered, but whe did not 
know that lowering them one way was a“ cut,” 
and another way a reduction.” 

An attempt to borrow St. Joe for a short sale 
disclosed the fact that the stock was all 80 ciose- 
ly locked up that not 100 shares could be bad. 

Coal stocks were quiet, with a slightly lower 
tendency. The flunncial condition of Hudson is 
dvelared on authority to be adinirable, and the 
value of the stock, on its intrinsic merits, to be 
equal to that of Lackawanna. 

Pullman was still lower, selling down to 143%, 
where it closed. Insiders have disposed of all 
their floating stock, and expect to buy it 
back from the boys at EW. Sales of Pullman on 
the New York Stock Exchange for three weeks 
ending June 11 were 6,200 shares, but besides 
this there were sales on the Boston Stock Ex- 
change and some large lots changed mands pri- 
vately. 

A new pool is reported in Wabash. All South- 
western stocks were well held. Missouri Pacific 
was especially higher, and showed a good ad- 
vance. 

Judging by the usual rule of contraries, which 
serves equally well for the interpretation of 
dreams and Wall street gossip, the insiders in 
the Gould stocks are selling out, and those in 
the Vanderbilt stocks are buying. 

New York Heraid financial comment has 
again become very bearish, which is a bad sixu 
for the bears. 

Bad crop news reinforced the stories of cut- 
ting of rates, and helped depress the trunk line 
stocks. 

Some realizations were noted in Union Paeific 
and Texas Pacific. 

The official returns of the commerce of New 
York for May are analyzed by the New York 
Commercial Bulletin, which nds that there was 
a considerable failing off both in the importa- 
tions of foreign and in the exports of domestic 
merchandise last month as compared with May, 
180. A portion of the difference in the import 
movement may fairly be attributed to the lower 
prices this year for many of the leading com- 
modities; but the main causesare undoubtedly 
lessened consumption and absence of spec- 
ulation. The volume of trade im for- 
eign merchandise is still shown to be 
above the average for several years pre- 
vious, however, and while more or less loss is 
met in the handiing of many goods there are 
satisfactory evidences that the trade is gradual- 
ly approaching a sound basis. The exports 
would tend to show that toreign markets are in 
a condition similar to ourown; for. while there 
is some diminution inthe movement of domes- 
tic merchandise from New York as compared 
with 1880, an encouraging increase is shown 
over previous years. 

Stock murket manipulators have encouraged 
the notion that Europe is now buying more 
American securities than it is selling. Our 
trade statisties prove that the reverse is true. 
For the tirst three months ot 1881 the favorable 
balance of our foreign trade. includmg mer- 
chandise, specie, and bullion, was as follows:

In the coal trade, the Ledger thinks that, if the 
present policy of production continues to the 
end of the year, there is every probability of a 
short supply and gencrally higher prices of coal, 
when the buyers will be almost entirely at the 
mercy, in the matter of prices, of the producers. 
All that is publicly made known between the 
several part ies to the coal trade indicates that 
there will be full concert of action,—no cutting 
under nor overproduction with the view of un- 
duly overstocking the market. The chief feat- 
ure of the coal market the past week bas been a 
steady and widespread complaint of lack of 
transportation. 

Railroad earnings for the last month show, the 
Financial Chronicle remarks, that the growth in 
traffic which began with an increase of 3 per 
cent in May, 1879. and went up to 24 per cent 
over 1879 in May, 1580, has now further advanced 
in May. 1°81, to 17 per cent over the correspond- 
ing month a year ago. It should be remembered, 
however, that this year's statement is on Ii per 
cent larger mileage. But even with that quailiti- 
cation the result reached is remar kavle. 

This proves that the revival of our internal 
commerce, which began in 1879, has by no means 
culminated, but is stillin progress of develop- 
ment. In fact, a critical examination of all our 
industries shows great healthfulness every- 
where, but no considerable expansion except in 
railroad bufiding.

New York, June 14.—The speculatiye fever 
shows few signs of subsiding, although at inter- 
vals to-day the market exhibited a drooping 
tendency, and some pressure to sell was aevel- 
oped. Conservative investors are wzradualiy 
withdrawing from the street and abandoning the 
market to the bolder operators, who are 
willing to take great risks in the 
hope of realizing large profits. The immense 
expansion in loans continuing from week to 
week, together with the constantly-increasing 
flood of securities coming into the market, 
of the value of which the general public bave 
little opportunity of judging, constitute one 
of the chicf elements of danger in the 
current speculahon. Take the St. Paul Rail- 
road, for instance. It is well known from some 
official sources that the earnings of that Com- 
pany have so seriously fallen off that it will be 
difficult, it not impossibie, to provide for the 
interest charges and Sinking Fund, 
which, united, amounted to $4,000,000. 
Up to this date the carnings of the road com- 
pare most untavorably with tho earnings of the 
corresponding period of 1880. Meanwhile the 
interest charges on the road have in- 
creased enormously, and, taking into con- 
sideration the greatly lessened yicid of 
wheat and other cereals, the prospects of the 
stockholders certainly look rather gloomy. The 
mania for railroad building, of which this com- 
pany is a conspicuous example, very nuturally 
creates considerable anxiety and suggests to 
prudent people the advisability of exercising 
the most extreme caution in their spec- 
ulative ventures.

He says the rain in many places 
looks well ata distance, but on examining the 
fields clusely the ears are found to be short, and 
the apparently good wheat proves to be largely 
cheat.

taining possession, djscoutinue and abandon the 
improvement and all proceedings tocarry it 
into effect.

PARLIAMENTARY HISTORY OF 4,756.

COMPETING GRAIN-ROUTES NEEDED. 

The Davenport Gazette summarizes a very 
able article from a St. Louis agricultural 
journal, as follows: 

An able and valuable farmers’ paper pub- 
lished in St. Louis—the Journal of Aari- 
culture and Furmer—invites especial atten- 
tion to the fact that the St. Louis-New Or- 
leans “barge-movement” is far from being 
as productive of good to the farmers of Mis- 
sourl, Southern Hlinois, and adjacent re- 
gions as would appear to the uninitiated. It 
is shown that, while there is ostensibly a dit- 
ference of 12 cenis per bushel on grain to 
Liverpool in favor of the St. Louis-New 
Orleans route as compared with that by rail 
from St. Louis to New York, and of 15!, 
cents on grain from St. Paul to Liverpool 
by way of the river, as compared with rail 
transportation, yet prices have not been any 
better at St. Louis than at Chicago! ‘There- 
fore, as the Journal of Agriculture puts the 
case: 

The query arises what becomes of tais 12% or 
15 couts? The farmers who grow the grain do 
not get it, nor any appreciable part of it, and 
yet it should very nearly all go into their pock- 
ets. Why docs it not? Wevan imagine no otber 
reason than that the speculators, grain gam- 
blers. and ocean shipping rings between the grow- 
ers and forvigu consumers 60 manage, by com- 
bination or otherwise, to appropriate the whole. 
or very nearly the wbole ot it. The opening of 
the jetties below New Orleans, and tho conse- 
quent agmission of large ocean grain-carrying 
vessels th that port has been a mawnificent affuir 
for some parties in the Mississippi Valley. but it 
has not been, and is not now, of any appreciabic 
value to the grainu-growers of the West. They 
grow the grain while others garner the prolits 
derived from an improvement of river naviga- 
tion for which the farmers of the United States 
have paid more than onec-balf tne cost.

It indicates, 
also, that the effort of these delegates was 
expected to be without a doubt to throw 
obstacles in the way of the construction of the 
canal.“ ‘The reasous for this antagonism in 
the supposed interest of St. Louis, regard- 
less of the interests of the farmers, are then 
examined at length, and the Journal of Ag- 
riculture urges that: 

The opening of the jetties necessitates the 
construction of another water route to the 
ocean to regulate freights by this means; that 
the Northwest to some extent bas competing 
water routes at present by the lakes and New 
York Canal and by the Missississippi. But the 
West proper does not bave competing wa- 
ter routes. Hence the desirability of con- 
structing the Hennepin Canal, uniting 
the waters of the Mississippi and IIhnois Rivers 
ata point so far north as to compel a regulation 
of freights betwoen the Northwest and tne West 
and the Atiantic Occan. The farmers can afford 
to pay their share of the necessary cxpenses 
that may be ineyrred, because it will at once 
enhance the valu@of every pound of their prod- 
ucts wh secks an astern or a foreign 
market. 

These are noticeable utterances, indeed. 
They come from the very head of the“ barge 
movement,” and are offered in behalf of the 
farmers whose demand tor a competing grain 
route the speculators and gamblers of St. 
Louis would negative and silence if they 
could and dared. These several utterances of 
a leading agricultural newspaper of the 
Southwest are worthy of particular consider- 
ation. And they show that the five dead- 
head lawyers and two dead-head merchants, 
and no farmer, who came up here in the rail- 
road interest are weighed in the balance and

His Esteemed Contemporaries Chaffing 
Him—What Is Alleged to Have Oce- 
ecurred—A Prosaic Foreman Who Had 
No Music in His Soul.

Workmen were busy the greater part o 
yesterday preparing the Evening Post edi- 
torial rooms for the reception of their new 
and illustrious chief, Carl Schurz. The 
walls of the inner sanctum were adorned 
with new paintings by old masters, and an 
upright seven-and-three-quarter octave piano 
was placed in a corner immediately before 
the desk which was to be occupied by the 


newcomer. 
When Mr. Schurz entered the office yes 
terday morning at 8:26 o’clock the top of his 
polished desk was covered with bric-d-br ac 
and a handsome vase of tiowers stood by his 
inkstand. Seating himself on the revolving- 
stwol that had been prepared for his accom- 
modation, the editor gazed about him with 
an expression of thesupr emest satisfaction. 
In his ocular ramble round the room he 
caught sight of the piano, and Instantly 
turned in his seat and faced the instrument. 
Some thoughtful attaché had placed an-open 
copy of “Vere vas dot Sherman’s Fader- 
land” on the piano rest, and as Mr. Schurz 
ran hiseye up and down the familiar pass- 
ages of the score. his countenance beamed 
with the most perfect deligit, and, pulling 
back his coat-éleeves, he was soon executing 
the famous melody with all the intense vigor 
of agentleman who appreciates an allegro 
vivace movement and knows how to repre- 
sentiton the keyboard of a first-class piano. 
Mr. Schurz was “plump inthe middle of 
his most effective fortissimo, and the atmos- 
phere was literally crowded with sharps, 


double sharps, whole tones, semi-tones, and |

THE HOLLAND PROCESS, 


Mr. H. S. Maxim’s Reasons for Pre- 
dicting that It Will Prove to Be a 
Failure. 

New York, June 12.—To the Editor of the 
New York Tribune: I notice in the Tribune 
of May 30 an article on The Holland Hy- 
drogen Process,” signed W. C.,“ and I beg 
to submit the following for the considera- 
tion of interested persons in this and kin- 
dred projects: Paine was the first in this 
country to teach that power could be ob- 
tained from the use of water as a fuel. Since 
his time many others have followed in his 
footsteps, until hundreds have tried the ex- 
periment and ignominiously failed. Water 
is the great source of hydrogen,—a gas 
which in burning gives off more heat or 
power than any other substance,—and, as 
there is plenty of it in water, nothing 
would seem simpler than to extract and 
burn it; but, unfortunately, it requires the 
expenditure of just as much heat or force to 
liberate it from the oxygen of the water as it 
will develop in again combining with oxygen 
to form water,—so there is no gain. 

To use the hydrogen of water as a fuel is 
exactly the same as it would be to drive ima- 
chinery with a weight. The weight will do 
the business, but it will require quite as 
much. energy to wind up the weight as it will 
develov in again falling or “ running down”; 
therefore there is no gain. Hydrogen is like 
the weight. ‘To separate one pound of hydro- 
gen from the oxygen of water will require 
62,032 heat units, or an expenditure of force 
equal to raising 47,885,704 pounds one foot 
high: and this hydrogen, provided it could 
all bé utilized, and that there was no loss 
from radiation or friction, would, in again 
combining with its equivalent of oxygen, 
develop a like amount of force. There is 
positively no gain whatever in the use of 
water as a fuel, 

When superheated steam is used in com- 
bination with petroleum vapors, the flame is 
greatly spread out, and no doubt a more per- 
fect combustion takes place than when the 
vapors are consumed with aironly; but the 
resultant heat cannot inany case exceed that 
due to the perfect combustion of the vapois 
themselves, and as a matter of fact never 
reaches it. 

One pound of carbon will develop in burn- 
ing 14.500 heat units, and if no heat were lost 
would evaporate fifteen pounds of water. 
Petroleum is per cent carbon and 15 per 
cent hydrogen. We, therefore, have its value 
in heat-units thus:

62,082x .15= 9,306.80 value of hydrogen, trole- 
Tota! value, 21,629.80. um. 
Therefore the value of petroleum as a fuel 
as compared to coal is as 21 to 15. Now as 
five pounds of coal cost only one pons, pe 
troleum must sell for less than a third a 
cent per pound, or two cents per gallon, be- 
fore it can equal coal as a steaming fuels 
The statement of W. C., that “a little 
over one-four-hundredth of a gallon of oil 

r pound pressure,” means nothing, unless 
it means that the writer is wholly ignorant 
of all laws relating to thermo-dynamics. One 

bund pressure may represent one unit of 
ieat or a million. The true test for all falis 
or systems of consuming them is tu determine 
how much water they will evaporate. One 
pound of petroleum, provided no heat is 
wasted, will evaporate rather more than 
twenty-one pounds of water. Let the man- 
agers of the Holland project exceed this fig- 
ure before they claim to derive any heat 
from the use of steam or water as a fuel. 

W. C.“ claims to have beaten “ Nature's 
Law,” that is, to get more heat out of fuel

than there is in it. I would say in defense 
of Nature's Law” that Paine, Keely, and 
Gamgee have attempted this task, and now 
comes Holland. That Holland, like his il- 
lustrious predecessors, will come off second- 
best, lam willing to bet my bottom ddllar.

THE PENSION STEAL. 


— — 


How Agents Have Grown Rich at the 
Expense of the Government. 
Philadelphia Times. 

WASHINGTON; D. C., June 11.—One of the 
reasons why Marshal Dudley did not want 
the Pension-Office is the inevitable storm of 
abuse and misrepresentation which must fol- 
low a conscientious and honest officer in the 
discharge of the duties of the position. The 
claim business has been concentrated in the 
hands of a few powerful and wealthy attor- 
neys, and the influence these men haye over 
the ex-soldiers is remarkable. IIalf a dozen 
of them have the names and addresses of 
nearly every soldier in the country. The use 
they have put this knowledge to comprises 
everything from blackmail to downright 
robbery. The manner of coming into pos- 
session of the names and the mode of flee- 
cing the soldiers on the one hand and 
making it hot for the Commissioner 
ot Pensions ou the other is illustrated 
in the history of a single man here. Lie came 
froma Western State a few years ago, a 
mere penniless adventurer. le is now 
wealthy, lives in good style, entertains hand- 
somely, and runs a soldiers’ paper, which at 
one time consumed a car-load of paper at 
every issue. lle saw that the continual agi- 
tation of the bounty and pension questions 
kept the ex-soldiers together all over the 
country, and conceived the idea of making 
himself mediator between them and the Gov- 
ernment. Ile began by sending out blank 
petitions all over the country to every ex- 
soldier he could hear of, or to any ex-soldier 
in the neighborhood of a Post-Ottice through 
the Postmaster. These blank petitions were 
sent with the explanation that Congress was 
about to pass a bounty or pension law, and 
all it needed was a little pressure all around 
and it could’ be secured. The instructions 
were to get every soldier to sign full name 
and address. To defray necessary expenses 
in getting up papers and printing, the signers 
were requested to send 2 cents each to the 
manager and agent’s olfice in this city. 

‘The responses were by thousands and tens 
of thousands. ‘To these a regular newspaper 
advertising. sheet was sent free of charge. 
This sheet urged the ex-soldiers to come up 
together and tight their battles and back their 
agent and representative. The petitions be- 
gan to roll into Congress by the hundreds of 
feet and thousands of names for additional 
bounty,for the Arrearages of Pensions act, for 
increased pensions, for pensions to the sur- 
vivors of the Mexican War and the War of 
1812, until it seemed to Congress as if there 
were really a great uprising of indignant 
soldiers. On this artificial pressure nearly 
every actof Congress relative to pensions 
was passed. Compared with the millions of 
which the Treasury has been plundered be- 
cause of this comprehensive scheme and in 
spite of the warnings and protests of the 
Commissioner of Pensions, the star route, 
and all other robberies since the Credit 
Mobilier of America aggregate but a drop in 
the bucket. 

But the work of the agents was not wholly 
planned for the enormous profits in the fut- 
ure. They took their pay and got rich as 
they went along. Just before the Arrearages 
act and afterward circulars were sent to 
every suldier, asking if he felt as well now 
as When he entered the army, what was the 
chararter of bis ailments, what hospital he 
was in, and what for,—circulars calculated to 
make «a man feel sick and charge it to army 
hardships and exposure. This blank was re- 
turned in thousands of cases, and from this 
applications for pensions were filled out and 
forwarded to the soldier, with the informa- 
tion that he was clearly entitled to a pension. 
Ile was instructed to have the paper signed 
and executed and forward the same to the 
agent here, accompanied by $1 on ae- 
count. This the deluded soldier usual- 
ly did, and thousands of dol- 
lars flowed into the claim-sharks' 
treasury. In due time this claim was filed in 
the Pension-Office, and was acknowledged 
afier the form of the Department, with the 
Statement that it would be settied at an early 
day. ‘This statement was forwarded to the 
claimant, accompanied with the request for 
another dollar to “push things.” It gener- 
ally came. When the Department came 
down to the mere outline of a case, of course 
it called for additional evidence. This was 
sent through the agent, who sent his letter 
along with the blank, taking care to ask for 
another dollar. 

So it went on, the poor victims being bled 
from 35 to 315 apiece as long as they could 
stand it, when they would rebel. ‘Then the 
wily agent abused the Commissioner in his 
letters and in his paper all this time for

NEWSPAPER-GOSSIP. 


Purchase of the New York “ Evening 
Post —The “Ledger” in the Market 
—Other Newspaper A@airs. 

New York Correspontence Cincinnati Gazette. 

The sale of the Evening Post closes a long 
series of negotiations, conducted by Horace 
White and his associates for the purpose of 
reinstating him in journalism. The price 
paid (3650,000) is enormous, but in White’s 
case work became a necessity. Ile had left 
a sphere of great activity, and soon found 
himself miserable for want of employment. 
On his return from Europe he became a resi- 
dent of this city, and since then has been in 
search of a suitable place in his old profes- 
sion. He found that the Herald could be 
had for $2,000,000 (building not included), 
but this price was beyond his power, and 
then the Herald is too greatatask for a 
Chicago man. Next was the Commercial 
Advertiser, which Hastings has brought up 
to an influential and remunerative position. 
“Uncle Hugh,” as he is commonly termed, 
was determined not to sell hiniself out of 
business, and hence mentioned a price (8500. 
000) which seemed sufficient to settle the ap- 
plication. It might, however, have been ac- 
cepted, for, after some deliberation, the pro- 
posal assumed the shape of reality, when 
Uncle Hugh declined. Their delay had re- 
leased him, and he did not care to renew the 
negotiation. The Evening Post was then 
brought under consideration. Bryant's 
death threw his interest into the hands of 
Parke Godwin, who, though a man of talent, 
has of late years got rather rusty for lack of 
work. Godwin did not care to apply himself 
to the great task of journalism, and hence 
was ready for a sale. 

The Evening Post has been for several 
years under the editorial care of Watson R. 
Sperry, an amvitious and laborious young 
man, who won early in life a respectable po- 
sition. He entered the office on graduating 
from Yale, ten years ago, and in six years 
was its managing editor. Isaac Henderson, 
— owner of the paper with Godwin, is a 
seen business-inan, and attended to the pub- 
lication department. Ile had made money in 
other operations, and is one of our million- 
aires. The Post was not so remunerative as 
the capital might be made if used in other 
investments, and Henderson was also ready 
tor a sale. He had, however, a son in the 
office, and Sperry is his son-in-law. Lence 
he would not sellthem out of business un- 
less an extraordinary inducement should be 
offered. This explains the enormous price 
by which Henderson clears at least 3250,000, 
We thus see White’s avidity leading him to 
a purchase which makes newspaper 
men stare When Henderson became 
Bryant’s artner the Frening Post 
was hardly worth $200,000, and as 
an investment itis not worth much more 
than double that sum at present, but White 
was determined to resume editorial work, 
and Carl Schurz wasequally ambitious. God- 
win, whe is also in the association, having 
made his mark on the Nation, wishes to get 
on a daily paper, which is a very natural am- 
bition, Parke Godwin pockets his $325,000 
for one-half the paper, and the new owners 
go to work, with a consciousness, however, 
that they have paid rather dear for the op- 
portunity. 

The transter of the Posttoa new organi- 
zation recalls some other sales of a similar 
character. One of the most important of 
these was the Sun, which Dana purchased 
in 1867 for $75,000. It had been for a long 
time in a decline, but under Dana’s un- 
scrupulous management it has reached acir- 
culation among the lower classes. Dana was 
hardly wortha dollar when he made the 
purchase, and was depending on his copy- 
right on Appletons’ Cyclopedia for a liv- 
ing. Ile left Chicago in debt, and his 
case Was decidedly unpromising. The pur- 
chase of the Sun was accomplished by his 
friends, who formed a company for this pur- 
pose, Hastings’ purchase of the Commercial 
Advertiser was a very fortunate hit. The 
paver, like the Sun, had been on a decline 
for lack of enterprise, and Hastings, whose 
energy had been displayed on the Albany 
Knickerbocker. bought it at a low price. Le 
has, however, built it up until it has become 
both influential and remunerative. The Com- 
mercial is the oldest of our dailies, and has 
now a full share of vitality. The Frening 
Post stands nextin the record of age, and 
both are ou the corners of the same street 
the one Fulton street, corner of Nassau, and 
the other Fulton street, corner of Broadway, 
separated by only one square. The Post 
building is the property of Isaac Henderson, 
and though it pays a ground rent of $40,000, 
it is still highly remunerative. Its rent roll 
for lawyers’ offices can hardly be less than 


12,000. 

‘The World has been sold twiee, Manton 
Marble bought it in 1862, when it was com- 
paratively worthless, and made it the organ 
of the so-called Democratic party. It was 
started three years previously as a moral 
daily, and of course proved a failure, but in 
Marble’s hands it became remunerative. 
since it was the only decent New York paper 
in the service of that party. Marble was not 
worth a dollar when the purchase was made, 
but the price was low, and he had a rich 
friend in Belmont. He paid the latter 
gradually, as the means were afforded, and 
thus a paper which had sunk $100,000 for its 
projectors became his property at one-third 
that sum. ‘The World has since been pur- 
chased by an association of which Huriburt 
is the leading man, and Marble is now in re- 
tirement, Jay Gould furnished the capital, 
and the price was $400,000. This is not dear 
for so ev ge my u journal, and had 
it remuainec in the market Ilorace 
White would gladty have paid that 
sum for it, as he would prefer a morning 
paper. The Tribune has been sold (at least 
the controlling interest) several times. 
Sam Sinclair was once its chief proprietor, 
but having failed through speculation the 
stock passed into other hands. At one time 
the late William Orton held the controlling 
interest, after which William Walter Phelps 
occupied the same position, and was sue- 
ceeded by Jay Gould. It is now understood 
that Whitelaw Reidis the chief proprietor, 
which might easily be the case when one con- 
siders that he has the assistance of a million- 
aire father-in-law.

INTEMPERATE SHOPPING. 


Prohibition of the Vice—Total Absti- 
nence from Shopping and tite Sthop- 
ping- Women’s Moderation Soclety. 

New York Tunes. 

The awful prevalence of the vice of shop- 
ping among women is one of those signs of 
the times which lead the thoughtful patriot 
almost to despair of the future of our coun- 
try. Few people have any idea of the extent 
to which our women are addicted to this 
purse-destroying vice. Statistics show that 
of every thousand women between the ages 
of 18 and 45 no less than 968 are habitual 
shoppers, and of these more than one-half 
notoriously shop to what would be univer- 
sally considered excess. Even girls younger 
than 18 are frequently found shopping. 
Mothers have actuaily been known to teach 
girls of tender years to shop by urging them 
to “ play store“ with one another, and to go 
through the ghastly mockery of buying use- 
less things with unconvertible vin currency. 
When these children grow a little larger and 
go to school, their mothers supply them with 
pocketmoney and abet them iu going into 


shops and openly buying ribbons and things. 
It is now a difficult task to find, even in a re- 
tired country farm-house, a girl who is abso- 
lutely uncontaminated by shopping; for, al- 
though there may be farm-houses remote 
from all kinds of shops, nevertheless, the 
tempter, in the shapeof the pediller, will 
search out the innocent farmer’s daughters, 
and with his his wily ways lead them to take 
the first steps in a career of headlong shop- 
ping. The husbands that have been ruined 
und the homes that have been made desolate 
by wives whose passion for shopping has 
mastered them are almost without number. 
‘The amount of money annually spent in 
shopping by the women of America is so 
enormous that in comparison with it the 
amount spent by men for whisky seems too 
trifling to deserve notice. 

low to fight this terrible vice is a question 
to which there has hitherto been no satis- 
factory answer. Prohibition, unfortunately. 
does not prohibit. Were the State to forbid 
any man to keep a shop, the law would be 
promptly and constantly evaded, so that it 
would be a mere dead letter. Women would 
form clubs thinly disguised as missionary 
societies or sewing circles, where they would 
meet and in the privacy of their club-house 
sell things to one another and indulge in a 
mad revel of shopping, the effects of which 
would be worse than that of shopving in the 
usual and open way. Neither would a 
license system be of any real use. Suppose 
the law were to provide that every shopkeep- 
er should take out a license and be permitted 
to sell goods only in large quantities, women 
would simply buy silks, cottons, and trim- 
mings by the cart-load instead of by the 
piece, and the profits of the shopkeepers 
would be so greatly increased that they could 
readily afford to pay the license fees. 

We cannot, then, look to legislation for 
any relief. Neither can we hope for any- 
thing from the efforts of professional anti- 
shopping lecturers. These misguided women 
take the extreme ground that all shopping is 
asin per se, and denounce every shopkeeper 
as a fiend incarnate. ‘They insist that the 
moderate shopper is as bad as the woman 
who wallows in shopping, and that she who 
buys a calico dress is as bad as she who buys 
forty yards of trimmings or insertion. If one of 
these lecturers happens to be an eloquent 
woman, a reformed shopper, with a fund of 
comie anecdotes and pathetic stories illustrative 
of the follies and miseries of shopping, she is 
moderately sure to draw a large audience, but 
she produces little or no effect in reciuiming 
cuvntirmed shoppers, Sometime the lecturer 
muy induce a‘few women to sign the total ab- 
stinence shopping pledge, but of the sieners 
nearly every one relapses when the ex- 
citement of the lecture bas been forgot- 
teu.’ The truth is that people will not 
be brought to regard total abstinence from 
shopping in any and all circumstances asa a 
Christian duty. The good women meutioned in 
the Bivle unquestionably did shop, and the 
sacred volume expresses no disapprovul of them. 
As for the theory that there were two kinds of 
shopping recognized by the Jews, and that good 
Jewish and early Christian women restricted 
themselves to that kind of shopping now known 
among children as playing store, cannot be 
for a moment entertained by any sound Biblical 
scholar. 

The tirst ray of hope on this dark matter has 
been afforded by the organizauon of the Shop- 
ing- Women’s Moderation Society. This Society 
owes its origin to several intelligent and upright 
women Woo fuliy recognize the evils of exces- 
sive shopping, but who do not consider that 
shopping in moderation is necessarily 
wrong. As is well known, the favorit 
purchase of the confirmed shop- 
per is “trimmings.’” After the habit of 
shopping becomes tixed, calico, barege, bosiery, 
and ever gloves cease to satisfy the victim. She 
craves the stronger stimulus of “ trimmings,” 
and on these she squanders her own or her hus- 
band’s substance. The “Shopping-Women’s 
Moderation Society pledges its members to ab- 
stinence from trimmings, except when ordered 
by an experienced family dressmaker. and for- 
bids them even to approach a counter where 
trimmmgs are sold. The members of the So- 
ciety also agree to indulge in shopping of any 
kind only in the afternoon, and never us a mere 
umusement. The funds of the Society will be 
used to aid such confirmed shoppers as show un 
earnest desire to reform, and for the relief of 
distressed and impoverished husbands whose 
wives have ruined them by excessive shopping: 
and every member promises, in employing serv- 
= to give the preference to those who do not

The influence of a society which thus rejects 
the extreme measures employed by the pro- 
fessional anti-sbopping lecturers, und appeals 
in a reasonable way to the intelligence of the 
community, Ought to be very great. It will re- 
ceive the support of the very large class uf peo- 
ple who are disgusted with the violence and in- 
tolerance of the professional agitators. It is 
readily the first organized effort to meet the evil 
of excessive shopping which bas yet been made. 
Ot course, the Society must exbect to be do- 
nounced as bitterly as Dr. Crosby has been de- 
nounced by the extreme temperance fanatics, 
while at the sume time it will be hated and 
dreaded by the shopkeepers. If, however, it 
perseveres in its effurts, it may work a great 
revolution and save the country from the abyss 
ot ruin into which promiscuous and unrestrained 
shopping is rapidly sweeping it.
